Himself ti.e owner of 400. shares in the 
company, which is building the aero- 
plane, Balzar for two months had spent 
his nights guarding it. The company 
had been sailing the financialseas with 
indifferent success and two factions in 
the company’s organization were fight- 
ing in the eourts for control. 

Balzar, like most of his associafes, -be- 
lieved that when the great gyroplane 
was completed it would far outsirip the 
inventions of Wright, Curtiss and 
Bleriot. 

Death Comes at Night. 

Death came upon him at night while 
he stood guard over the half-completed 
aeroplane to prevent anyone from 
breaking into the factory and learning 
the sec: >t of its construction. 

After making an autopsy, 
seph Meinhard of the Coroner's 
staff said death was primarily due to 
valvular heart disease, wit:, other ail- 
ments as contributory causes. 

Abrasions and cuts found on the face 
and head were said by Dr. Meinhard 
to have been made by rats. One theory 
advanced is that Balzar awake to find 
the rats attacking him and thai frigit 
caused a heart stroke. 

Balzar was foune dead by A. H. Haw- 
ley, the company’s mechanical engineer, 
at 7:50 a. m. The body lay on a shelf 
againsi .the.north.wall/of ihe fagfory 
room on the third floor. 

Hawley at first thought Balzar |was 
asleep. ‘The body lay on the left side 
with the right arm pillowed under |the 
head. Balzar evidently had chosen |the 
shelf as a napping place. 

Going to arouse Balzar, Hawley found 
fresh abrasions en the forehead and 
cheeks. He summoned policemen whose 
first report was that Balzar had been 
beaten to death. 


Watch in His Pocket. 

Hawley beheved that the marks on 
the face and head were Caused by acid. 
Om a shelf on the oppesite side of the 
room from where Balzar was found, 
were two large bottles which had con- 
tained acids used in manufacturing the 
gyroplane, but the employes say these 
bottles had been emmty several days. 

Balzar’s watch, $20 in cash and a real 
estate note for $1750 payable to him, 
were found in his pockets. There was 
nothing to indicate that he had been 
attacked, except cuts and abrasions, un- 
explainable at that time. 


Suspected Murder. 

Harry Oman, son of J. W. Oman, in- 
ventor of the gyroplane, was one of 
those who held the murder theory be- 
fore the autopsy’s result was announced. 

“So far as United States patents are 
concerned,’’ he said, ‘“‘there could have 
weet. o> theft, as mv father has all nee- 
essary patents to protect the gyre- 
plane from infringement. It might have 
been to someone's interest, though, to 
steal my father’s ideas to obtain Eu- 
ropean patents, I was on watch at the 
factory until a month ago, but se many 
threats were made against me that I 
quit. 

“Balzar was well-to-do. He acted 
as watchman at the factory to protect 
his interests as a stockholder.”’ 


Factions in Concern. 

The Universal Aerial Navigation Co. 
has an office in the Third National 
Bank Building. Its officers are W. H. 
Walters, president; D. A. Fletcher, vice- 
president; Meyer Isaac, treasurer, and 
Chester B. Hyde, secretary. 

Another factior recently organized 
with F, A. Seifert, president; William 
Ramsay, vice-president, and John Els- 
permann Jr., secretary-treasurer. The 
company applied for an injunction to 
restrain the Seifert faction from having 
anything to do with its affairs. Judge 
Allen denied the injunction. 

It is promised that the gyroplanegwill 
be so constructed that it will not need 
a running start to rise and that it can 
remain motionless In midair or attain 
a speed of 100 miles an hour. The cir- 
culars say it can he built to carry 100 
passengers safely and that it can fly 
across the Atlantic Ocean. 

Balzar was the first 
bought stock in the 
Navigation Co. 

He formerly was a real estate dealer

Marriage Pleased Him. 

‘Sometime ago rumors came to me 
of Henry’s infatuation for Beulah Bin- 
fcrd. I asked him about it. He told 
me everything.

Théir relations 
v sre broken off. 

“Sometime thereafter came his mar- 
riage to Miss Louise Owen. It was very 
pleasing to me. After the marriage 
Henry brought hj wife to live at my 
home. I was delfghted with the young 
girl and I came to love her most sin- 
cerely ard she loved me. On more than 
one occasion I had told her how sweet 
and agreeable an addition she had 
proved to my home, and had told her 
that she must think of me exactly as 
if I were her own father.

Rule Held to Discriminate, as 
Graduates of Other Institu- 
tions Aren’t Affected. 


‘hirty graduate nurses of St. Luke's 
Hospital, who have given all ‘or a part 
of their. time to attending cases in that 
institution, announced Friday that they 
would not enter the hospital again until] 
an order requiring them to.wear blue 
gingham uniforms should be revoked, 
The order was issued, they declared, by 
the superintendent, Mrs. Mary J, Cham- 
bers, and became effective Friday. 

The hospital, which is at Delmar bou- 
levard and Belt avenue, was thus left 
dependent on the gervice of its #@ un- 
sr@duate nurses, and f graduates 
from. other hospitals who may. be 
available. 

Graduates Accustomed to White.’ 

The graduate nurses at St. Luke's 
have heretofore*worn white dresses and 
caps, and the undergraduates, or stu- 
dents of nursing, have worn blue ging- 
ham. These uniforms, the graduates 
SAy, Correspond to those worn in_ other 
hespitals in St. Louis and elsewhero, 
white being the recognized uniform of 
graduate nurses, and blue gingham that 
of undergraduates. 

Mrs. Chambers’ recent order, making 
gicgham the uniform for all nurses, 
whether graduates or students, was a 
Surprise to the graduates, and in de- 
bating. it: since,’ the graduates decided 
not to submit to it. 

“The injustice of the order,’”’ said one 
of the nurses, who would not permit her 
name to be used, ‘‘is that it applies onlv 
to the graduates of St. Luke’s. Grad- 
uate nurses of other hospitals who are 
called into St. Luke’s on cases will still 
wear white. This will embarrass the 
Si. Luke’s graduates, who feel them- 
selves entitled to the same consider- 
ation as the graduates of the other hos- 
pitals.’’ j 
Case Sent Away. 

As the present is a dull season for op- 
erations and serious cases, the nurses’ 
decision made little difference on the 
first day. Only two graduate -nurses 
were on duty at the hospital Thursday. 
Both. these quit, and a third, who had 
been asked to take a case which was to 
be sent to St. Luke’s Friday, declined 
to do so, and the case was sent to an- 
other hospital. 

During the fall and winter season all 
available graduate nurses are some- 
times on duty. Each hospital is sup- 
posed to give preference to its own 
graduates, but in some cases, where a 
certain nurse is preferred by a patient 
or a physician, outside graduates are in 
charge. The graduate nurses live out- 
side the hospital. The undergraduate 
nurses live in an adjoining building.

ROME, Sept. 1.—Reports reached the 
Vatican today of an attempt made to 
murder Mgr. Phillip Contessa, a domes- 
tic chaplain to the Pope and rector of 
Agira, in Cantania, Sicily, while he was 


celebrating mass in the cathedral in 
Agira. Poison had been placed in the 
sacred wine. 

The attempt recalls the days of the 
Borgias. The chalice and a part of the 
wine have been sent to an analyst. 
Giusepe Treumpi, a canon of the. ca- 
thedral, has been detained on suspicion. 

Mer. Contessa was seized during the 
elevation. He had just raised the chal- 
ice for adoration and as he turned to 
the serving deacon and brought the 
chalice from his lips, he fell across the 
front pillar and sank to the floor in 
convulsions. 

His fall and cries of pain caused a 
panic in the congregation. Several 
women fainted. 

Mgr. Contessa was carried into the 
sacristry and an emetic was adminis- 
tered. He revived, and it is believed 
he will recover. His first words on re- 
gaining consciousness were that there 
had been poison in the chalice. 

The seizure was so sudden that the 
monsignor did not have time for the 
serving deacon to pour in the~custom- 
ary water for the ablution. The chalice 
fell from his hands and when picked 
up was still wet With wine. Some wine 
still remained in the small vessel from 
which it had been poured into the chal- 
ice during the celebration. This, to- 
gether with the chalice,. was taken 
charge of by the authorities.

‘Shing on Old Battleship Texas 
Proves Great Range—New 
Practice Begun. 











Wire From the Washington Bu- 
rean of the Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The exper!- 

mental firing on the San Marcos—the old 
battleship Texas—by~ the qe elaware in 
Tangier Sound this week, has demon- 
strated to officers of the Navy Depart- 
ment that hostilities can be opened 
against an enemy at a distance of nine 
nilles with prospects of destroying the 
hostile fleet. Naval officers have -been 
in a quandry as‘to the distance to which 
the 14-inch guns would carry success- 
fully. 
‘Navy officers today explained that 
while the percentage of hits at this 
great distance is likely to be extremely 
small, nevertheless one successful shot 
is capable of destroying a ship. They 
look upon the destruction of the old bat- 
tleéship as thoroughly successful as an 
experiment, and is highly valuable to 
the navy because of the positive demon- 
stration of this fact. 

The Atlantic squadron this morning 
began two weeks’ target practice off 
Tangier Island. The shooting will be 
done under all sorts of weather condi- 
tions. The ‘smooth weather” ring has 
been abolished. The competitive firing 
will be under difficulties and the men 
will be required to fire at ranges up to 
9000 yards. Attention will be given to 
night work, especially in connection with 
repelling attacks by torpedoes, subma- 
aces and aeroplanes. 

. Experimental aeroplane attacks 
expected to begin about Sept. 10..

Offer of Big Wager Is on the 
Pioneer in Races for British 
International Trophy.

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—W hen a man 
is willing to bet $100,000 on a motor boat 
beating another gasoline-driven boat, he 
has some confidence, not to say sport- 
ing blood, in his make-up. This was 
What the devotees of motor boat rac- 
ing thought at Huntington Harbor to- 
day when they heard that the Duke of 
Westminster, owner of the Pioneer mo- 
tor boat, had sent a cablegram to 1 “2d 
Burnham, helmsman and part owner of 
the noted Dixie IV, that he was will- 
ing to wager, in whole or part, £20,000 
that the Pioneer would beat the Dixie 
IV in the races for the British interna- 
tional trophy. 

When Burnham received the message 
he was dumbfounded by the offer. He 
had not expected any such challenge. 
Although he is not averse to a sport- 
ing proposition of any kind, the magni- 
tude of the bet suggested by the Duke 
nearly staggered Burnham. ‘‘Hum,” he 
“I guess I'll think it over. The 
Pioneer must be even faster than she 
was last year, when she showed more 
speed than the Dixie III, to warrant 
such a message. 

Pioneer Could Have Won. 

“The Pioneer tould have won the race 
last year,” said Burnham to a crowd 
of friends, ‘‘if Capt. Niel Robing had 
net tried to make a monkey out of me 
by trying to beat the Dixie III by a 
quarter“of a mile. If he had been con- 
tent with beating me a hundred yards 
the Pioneer would have won. Since her 
improvements she undoubtedly has in- 
creased her speed four or five miles an 
bour.”’ 

The Pioneer Arrived at the scene of 
the races vesterday on a steam launch. 
Her captain and chief engineer were 
noncommittal to all inquiries regarding 
her condition and speed. There is some 
talk that Vita II, which may be a run- 
ring mate of Dixie IV, is capable of 
making 55 miles an hour and would 
show that she could maintain it In the 
race. 

40 Miles an Hour to Win. 

“Tf she does that,’ said “Burnham, 
‘she will win the raee. The Dixie 1V 
will not beat her. 3ut I doubt the 
Vita’s ability to maintain that speed. 
In my opinion 40-miles-an-hour speed 
wili win the race. When one considers 
that a boat in a 30-mile race actually 
covers nearly forty miles in a four- 
round course she has to travel faster 
than the watches indicate. 

‘Tt’s marvelous what the Dixie’s en- 
gines are capable of. The hull weighs 
00 pounds. She carries 800 pounds of 
gas 10 pounds of oil, five men weigh- 
ing 850 pounds in the aggregate, and 
two engines that weigh 4500 pounds, a 
toial of 8250 pounds, or four and one- 
quarter tons.”’

. EASTON, Pa., Sept. 1—Three bridal 


couples whose honeymoon happiness 
“the poisoned pen of Easton” sought to 
destroy have become the central fig- 
ures in ths strange case of Miss Harriet 
When the young woman, 
whese ancestors have been prominent 
in New Jersey for the best part of the 
State’s history, comes before United 
States Comissioner Turner today for 
hearing’ upon the charge of sending 
scurrilous, malicious and indecent letters 
through the mail, nearly all of the ac- 
tion of a curious psychological drama 
will cling about the three cooing and 
billing couples. 

This peculiarly interesting study is af- 
forded in the charge against the young 
woman of wealth; had life alone, un- 
marked by love during nearly forty 
ears, produced such a mental state 
with the spinster that the marital hap- 
piness of young people around her re- 
sulted in hatred, jealousy and a de- 
parture from a usually well-ordered 
life? 

That is the line on which the Govern- 
ment in its prosecution is proceeding. 
At the outset it should be frankly said 
that the Government clings to a slender 
thread of evidence. 

Upon the rudely printed line: “I 
write you these few lines” hangs the 
entire prosecution of Miss de Witt. 
The identical words printed in capital 
letters with pen, open nearly all of more 
than 300 letters now in possession of the 
Government and the witnesses who are 
interested in the trial. 

When Miss de Witt was brought be- 
fore Postoffice Inspector Spaneberger 
he had absolutely no evidence against 
her. 


Month after month the Government 
had marked the stamps that were sold 
the young woman at the postoffice. The 
officials had even placed a marked lot 
of stamps at a drug store near her 
home with instructions to the clerk *o 
sell them only to Miss de Witt. Not 
one of the marked stamps came to light 
on any of the letters that marred the 
happiness ofthis pretty little city. 

No detective ruse had trapped her 
during the five years that the secret 
sleuths of the Government sought proof 
of authorship. 

She came before the official on the 
day of her arrest as free from a con- 
necting link of fact as a child. Then 
acting upon an impulse, Shanenberger 
proposed that it would be a good idea 
for the Government to get samples of 
the handwriting of all those interested 
in the letters. 

Marsh Miller, her attorney and coeu- 
sin, blandly admitted that the scheme 
was good. Miss de Witt freely and glad- 
ly wrote and printed for the detectives. 
As she -had finished he held up the 
product of her pen and declared that 
she had written the hundreds of letters 
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that have been a scandal to the city.

Diagonally to 
the right is a second dovecote in which 
Mrs. Bessie Crater Mayfield and her 
youthful lord and master are duplicat- 
ing the halcyon day bliss of their neigh- 
bors. The parsonage itself is a dove- 
cote, for Dr. Snyder, its young master, 
but last fall brought to it a witching 
and beautiful bride. 

For all the years that Dr. Snyder has 
been pastor of the church he has been 
the target of the anonymous ‘letter 
writer whose efforts have brought Miss 
de Witt to trouble.

J. E. Wray Says No Man Could 
Be More Physically Fit.

ae is the story of a man with a purpose. He is George Hack- 


ling champion of the world. His purpose is to wipe out a 
stain on his escutcheon blotched here. at Dexter Park Pavilion 


Chicago, in 1908, at the hands 


of the American, Frank Gotch, 


whom he will meet here Labor day, at 3 o’clock. 
So deep is this purpose, that it is irrespective of great wealth, 


sacrifice of time, infinite pains and popular opinion. 


It has obsessed 


him since the memorable day when he lost his crown.

This personified purpose was born 
July 17, 1877, on the borderline of Rus- 
sia, near what was then Teutonic do- 
main, of German parentage. A sturdy 
youth, he took to athletics, of which the 
most popular expression then wis 
Graeco-Roman wrestling. Short of stat- 
ure, but sturdy of build, he achieved 
local success, then provincial fame, 
then finally, after years of effort, he 
won the International tournament at 
St. Petersburrc, Russia, which is the 
goal of all ambitious matmen on the 
Continent. 

Tt gave him immediate prestige and 
at once he engaged in match after 
match of constantly increasing impor- 
tance. He won 2000 matches, with 
never a fall against him. His prodig- 
icus strength made him a terror to ail, 
Finally the Sultan's prized giant, Ma- 
drali, himself unbeaten, undertook to 
throw Hackenschmidt. He failed.. ce 
failed again. 5 

Hiack was undisputed champion »f 
the world. He gaired thousands of dol- 
lars in vaudeville and eventually grew 
to be owner of an agency. He bougit 
a prosperous cutlery manufacturing 
plant, which he still owns. He became 
a near-millionair2, if not one i. fact. 

Then came Gotch. Proud of his prow- 
ess, disdainful of opposition, overcon‘fi- 
dent of his own strength, which had a 
limit, great as it was, Hack went into 
the ring wit.. a smart, shrewd, re- 
sourceful, punishing opponent—the man 
from Iowa. Hack had never met a man 
who could hold him for # minutes. 
His victories were ridiculously easy. ric 
expected a similar result with Gotch. 

But the perfectly trained American 
harried him, tortured him by every le- 


* gal trick known to the trade, obcessed 


him with his own impotency until he 
quit—not thrown, but beaten after over 
two Hours of harassment. 

Then originated the PURPOSE. The 
“Lion’’ feeling that he had been tricked, 
determined to retrieve his reputation; to 
wipe out its only stigma, and to that 
end. he made the match which will’ ma- 
ture-here Labor Day. 

To bring this purpose to a focus 
Hiack has sacrificed the ease which 
goes with $1,000,000 of wealth; consented 
to jet the money end of his contest be 
a second consideration; he received but 
$11,000 to Gotch’s $21,000.

I saw Hackenschmidt the man, later 
in the day, when he paid his first visit 
to the heart of Chicago, that is, the 
first since his arrival here this trip. 
At his training quarters he is crotchety, 
moody, impatient of questioning. 

At ease with his friends, he was talk- 
ative and friendly, but not on the sub- 
ject of wrestling. 

Educated—he speaks English, German, 
French and Russian fluently—wealthy, 
and averse to the conditions which sur- 
round the sport, one can hardly fail 
to be impressed by the personality of 
the man, as well as by his physique.

NEVADA WARDEN 
FOSTERS GAMBLING 
IN STATE PRISON 


Roulette and Faro Take the 
Minds of Convicts Off Their 
Misfortunes, His Theory. 


ALL GAMES ON SQUARE 


Playing for Money Penitentiary 
Offense’ in State, and Investi- 
gation Is Likely. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. _ 

RENO, Nev., Sept. 1.—The roulette 
whee! is spinning and the faro dealer is 
slipping the lHttle box in the State 
penitentiary at Carson, the capital of 
Nevada. The-prisoners are gambling 
to their hearts’ content with the high 
approval, not to say suggestion, of 
Warden Baker. e ‘ 

Nevada, after the most bitter political 
fight in her history, abolished gam- 
bling in all its forms from the State 
not so long ago. Yet thé convicts in 
the penitentiary are privileged to gam- 
ble with the very devices, possession of 
which outside the State’s jail sends a 
rman to that prison. 

Diversion for Convicts. 

Warden Baker holds that betting on 
the turn of a card, or whether the little 
ivory ball will fall in.a red or black, 
an odd or even number, is the best 
form of diversion for convicts. Gam- 
bling diverts their minds, ends their 
worries and obliterates for the time be- 
ing their brooding memories. , 

In many ways’ Warden Baker is con- 
sidered the best prison’ official Ne- 
vada ever has had; he has made radical 
changes in dealing with convicts; he 
gives them as much freedom of action 
as is possible within four walls; he 
places them on their honor, yet he de- 
mands the strictest obedience to his 
rules. Criminologists from all over the 
world who have examined his methods 
have praised them. Yet it is probable 
that the State authorities will order an 
investigation of the gambling in his 
modéel prison. 

The convicts play with prison money 
which is current only in the prison; on 
its face it is equivalent to real money, 
it is redeemable at the order of the 
prisoner possessing It, and is used in 
checking against the institution's books. 
The house rules governing this gambling 
institution with barred windows and 
steel doors forbids anyone to play him- 
self overboard. In any event he cannot 
lose or win much, for only a small 
amount of prison money its allowed each 
gambler each day and -he cannot play 
on credit. 


Faro and Roulette Favorites. 
Faro and roulette are the favorite 


games, but chuck-a-luck, Kliondyke 
poker and fan tan have their devotees, 
and men who once moved in the higher 
walks of life enjoy whist. Craps is for- 
bidden as a vulgar game that leads to 
quarrels. 

But every game that is played is 
above board and on the level. When 
the gamblers, convicted of murder, high- 
way robbery, burglary, grand larceny 
or pocket picking—when crooks of evcry 
sort set down *to a game, they know 
they must play a gentleman’s game. 
They respect the Warden and they re- 
spect the privilieges he grants them; 
they would ostracise the mean thief 
who would try to cheat at cards.
